Relatives say that, years ago Young 
suffered a sunstroke, and that possi- 
bly a recurrence of the trouble due to 
Intent heat had unbalanced his mind. 


The remains of the suicide were re- 


moved to the home of «. brother-in- 
law, Fred Etier, at 2119 Force street. 
-oung was born in Adrian, Mich., De- 
cember S. 1S67, and was a son of Prof. 
John B. Young, who was for many 
years a teacher of music in St. Mary's 
school in this city. 
He wa» married 


eighteen years ago to Miss Druhot, of 
this city, who, besides the sister, is 
the only immediate relative surviving. 
Young "was highly respected, and in 
;he last county campaign was the dem- 
ocratic nominee for trustee of Wash- 
ington township.
